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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants 1 arguments with regard to the rejection 
under 35 U. S. C. 103 have been fully considered but they are not deemed to be persuasive for at least the following reasons. 
Applicants argue mainly that Brooks discloses an etch selectivity of 100:1 or less contrary with the claimed range of above about 5, and 
Zhu discloses an etch selectivity of over 40:1 . The examiner is confused by applicants' arguments. It appears that applicants interprete 
the phrase "above about five" to be "about five". The large etch selectivity disclosed by Brooks or Zhu clearly meet the range "above about 
five" because this claimed range covers the range of greater than about five, the range met by both Brooks and Zhu. 
Therefore, the cited references do teach or make obvious all the limitations of the rejected claims 1-17. The final rejection should be 
sustained . 
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
